pi you know that on the eastern 
edge of Allandale lies a bit of 
national history? The portion of Allan- 
dale roughly bounded by Daugherty 
Street, Park View Drive, Nasco Drive, 
and Twin Oaks Drive, was part of a 1954 
experiment called the Austin Air Condi- 
tioned Village (ACV). The ACV was a 
joint venture among the National Associ- 
ation of Home Builders, the University 
of Texas, the National Warm Air Heating 
and Air Conditioning Association, air- 
conditioning manufacturers, and archi- 
tects. The purpose of the ACV was to 
prove that air conditioning could be suc- 
cessfully integrated into homes that were 


affordable for the middle class to buy

During the opening weekend for the 
ACV in June 1954, an estimated 35,000 
visitors toured the newly completed hous- 
es, including staff from the Federal Hous- 


ing Administration (FHA) and the 
Department of Veterans’ Affairs (VA). 
Our ACV is unique in that it featured 
leading air-conditioning manufacturers in 
a collaborative effort with the homebuild- 
ing industry, and it was the first test vil- 
lage built on such a large scale. One of 
the outcomes of our ACV was the influ- 
ence it had on the FHA and VA’s loan 
practices. Until the completion of the 
ACV, neither agency had developed uni- 


form policies for the financing of air-con- 
ditioned homes, and often required high- 
er personal incomes for loans on homes 
that contained air conditioning. This 
income restriction was due in part to the 
lack of reliable data on air-conditioning 
operating expenses. The research findings 
from our ACV helped supply the missing 
data. In the next newsletter, we will talk 
about a proposed national recognition for

embodied in the property ownership rights and 
are enforceable by subdivision residents. 

In 2019, the ANA began efforts to retrieve 
accurate copies of the deed restriction files for 
Allandale neighborhood subdivisions, replicated 
from the Travis County Clerk real property 
archives. The project was launched with help 
from professors of the UT Management Informa- 
tion Systems MIS 374 course, when the ANA 
was accepted as one of the non-profits to receive 
project development services from students in the 
program. Professor Caryn Conley matched five 
students with ANA, who have since graduated 
from the UT McCombs School of Business. 

These students, Roshini Saravanakumar, 
Daniel Miyares, Rachana Jadala, Sunay Nanava- 
ti, and Raza Retiwala deserve great praise for 
their efforts. Scott Ehlers, former ANA Presi- 
dent, worked with them during the Spring 2019 
semester to plan and develop the website in 
order to associate the Allandale subdivisions and 
deed restriction files with property addresses. 

Since then, some neighbors have provided 
their deed restriction files for the project, local 
title companies provided some assistance, and 
former ANA Board Member Ranleigh Hirsh 
collected copies of deed restrictions and plat 
maps from the Travis County Clerk and Austin 
History Center. Ranleigh also volunteered many 
more hours of her computer skills in building 
the website. 

Responding to an article in the ANA News- 
letter, Allandale neighbor Billy Mullens volun- 
teered his resources and staff at Capstone Title 
Company to bring the project home. Ranleigh 
identified the files still needed, then Mullens 
and Capstone Title staff provided her with 
many dozens of deed restriction files that she 
has since incorporated in the website. The deed 
restrictions of almost every Allandale property 
are now available online in PDF format to 
members of the Allandale Neighborhood Asso- 
ciation. 

The ANA Board extends a colossal “thank 
you” to Billy Mullens for stepping up to help 
complete this project, and to Scott Ehlers and 
Ranleigh Hirsh for their ongoing dedication and 
efforts to make it happen.

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Bug Off! Widow Spiders

our species of widow spiders can be 

found in various parts of Texas. 
Southern widows, western widows, and 
northern widows look remarkably similar 
to each other, while the brown widow is 
easy to discern from the other widows in 
the state. Brown widow spiders are not 
native to Texas; they originate in Africa. 
They have been naturalized, and can be 
found in various parts of the state. 

Female brown widows can vary in color 
from light brown to gray with a reddish- 
orange hourglass on the underside of the 
abdomen. Lighter-colored females may 
also have white markings on the upper 
side of the abdomen. Legs have alternat- 
ing bands of black/dark brown and light 
brown. 

Southern widows, western widows, and 
northern widows tend to be dark grey to 
black in color. Northern widows may 
completely lack an hourglass, or may have 
two red lines in place of an hourglass. 
Southern and western widows have an

hourglass or two trian- 
gles on the underside 
of the abdomen. On 
western widows, the 
back triangle may be 
somewhat larger than 
the front. All three of 
these widows may have 
a reddish-orange spot 
on top of the abdo- 
men, just above the 
spinnerets. Neverthe- 
less, widow spider col- 
oration can vary wildly. 

Widow spiders do 
not like being in the 
open. They can often be found outdoors, 
in protected areas such as rainspouts, 
shrubbery, firewood piles, or unused grills 
or BBQ pits. It is also possible to find 
them in garages, cellars, crawl spaces, 
attics, furniture, or electric or water meter 
boxes. Widows are shy creatures, and peo- 
ple are often bitten when they accidental- 
ly disturb a web. 

The bite of a black widow sometimes is 
not noticed, but when it is, it often feels

like a pinprick. The 
bite location will have 
two red marks sur- 
rounded by redness 
and swelling. The bite 
reaction is systemic, 
and intense pain usu- 
ally occurs within one 
to three hours and 
continues for around 
24 hours. Other symp- 
toms include tremors, 
nausea, vomiting, leg 
cramps, abdominal 
pain, profuse perspira- 
tion, and a rise in 
blood pressure. It is also possible for 
breathing difficulties and unconsciousness 
to occur. If bitten by a black widow, 
immediately seek medical attention. 

When working around the house or in 
the yard, it is best to wear leather gloves 
to avoid being bitten by venomous 
arthropods. The easiest way to remove 
widow spiders is with a vacuum. Make 
sure to shake out shoes, clothing, and lin- 
ens that have been in storage.

Recycling Challenge!

he pandemic has forever changed 

many of our shopping habits. Online 
shopping has become the “go-to” for 
many of us, for safety as well as conve- 
nience. Online shopping, however, creates 
all kinds of recycling challenges. My holi- 
day gift to you is some guidelines to help 
with this recycling process. 


Brown Mailing Envelopes Lined with 
Bubble Wrap or any other type of pad- 
ding — Place in the trash can. They are 
mixed materials that cannot be separated 
for recycling. 

Brown Packing Paper — This goes into 
the recycling bin. 

Bubble Wrap and Air Pillows — These 
go into the plastic bag collection bins. 
Remove the air from the air pillows. Bub- 
ble wrap in good condition can go to 
mail packaging stores. Call ahead of time 
to be sure they have space for them. 

Cardboard Boxes — These go into the 
recycling bin. If there are more boxes 
than will fit in the bin with the lid closed, 
they can be folded and set next to your

blue bin. They will be 
picked up at no extra 
charge. 

Cellophane — This 
goes into the trash can. 

Crinkle Cut Paper - Like shredded 
paper, it cannot go into your recycling 
bin, but instead can go into your green 
compost can. Please put in a paper or 
compostable bag. 

Plastic Mailing Envelopes Lined in 
Bubble Wrap — Take these to the plastic 
bag collection bins. 

Styrofoam — Blocks, chunks, meat 
trays, takeout containers, sheets, and 
pouches are accepted at the Recycle & 
Reuse Drop-Off Center (RRDOC). 

Styrofoam Peanuts — Shipping pea- 
nuts are not accepted at the RRDOC. 
Mail packaging stores will take these. Call 
ahead of time to be sure they have space 
for them. 

Tissues Paper and Wrapping Paper - 
This can go into the recycling bin. Wrap- 
ping paper with glitter or foil is not recy-
